In the United States crime has become a national menace, and in many 
respects the law lias broken down. So serious has the situation become that 
responsible officials and nation-wide organizations, including the legal profes¬ 
sion, are alarmed, and are looking about for some effective means of check¬ 
ing the- reign of lawlessness and violent criminal acts now recognized as a 
national disgrace as. well as danger, and which places the United States in an 
unenviable class by itself among the nations of the world. The rising tide 
of crime i s now admitted to be one of the United States’ greatest problems.

One of the benefits derived from 
the planting-on the prairies is the pr., 
tection afforded against drying wines 
in summer. A growth of caraganas 
or willow enables tlie farmer to pro¬ 
duce all the ordinary’ vegetables* and 
small frujts. ft'hlle one is waiting 
for trees to grow a good shelter can 
be obtained by planting Russian sua 
flowers.
